y. The arguments with the objections of claims 21 and 27 are noted but do not overcome the object, these clams state that x and y are 
selected so that the ceramic has a morphotropic tetragonal rhomboidrical phase boundary which yields piezoelectric properties, the 
objection is that all piezoelectric PZT ceramics have this phase boundary since it is the phase boundary that makes the PZT ceramic 
piezoelectric. The fact that not all PZT ceramics have this boundary does not overcome the objection since those with the boundary are not 
piezoelectric. . 
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
